Report of Sehool Ild0ard. 


In presenting this our third annual printed report it is 
with pleasure that we can make a very favorable report 
of our schools during the past year. All the teachers 
employed have done their utmost to achieve sucess, which 
we think they have won. There are a few suggestions 
that we think proper to make at this time, viz: 

As was urged last year to have good profitable schools 
and employing the best teachers, there ought to be more 
money raised for the purpose, at least $300. above the 
amount raised by law, which we sincerely hope will be 
done at our next annual election. 

Aguin our text books are all very good except, the 
geography now in use, which is not up to date, in the 
medern methord of instruction in that important branch; 
in this we would make a change; taking one of recent date, 
giving correct statistics, and better illustration. 

And last but not least our Village schoolhouse is not 
suitable to accommodate the larze number of scholars that 
attend. The question has been agitated considerable 
recently and all are no doubt ready to decide; that for 
advancement of education in town, a better building must 
be erected. 

A Graded School should de started, and by so doing 
much money may remain in Town, and scholars from other 
Towns may be indued to come here, thereby improving the 
Town Mentially, Morally and Financially.
